WASHINGTON, Nov. 16. — The 
cases against Muriel Mac- 
Swiney and eight other women, 
members of the American Associa- 
tien for Recognition of the Irish 
Republic, arrested for picketing 
the British Embassy yesterday, 
were dismissed after a short hear- 
by United States Com- 
missioner George MacDonald, 
because the proof did not 
ure up to the intent of the law.” 

When arraigned, Mrs. MacSwi- 
mney, whois the widow of Terence 
MacSwiney, the late Lord Mayor 
of Cork, who died in prison in 1920 
after a hungre strike, and the 
others pleaded not gulity to the 
charge of violating a Federal stat- 
ute designed to protect foreign rep- 
resentatives in this country from 
assault or violence. The charges 
resulted from their marching 
around the British Embassy with 
banners decrying “the Efglish free | 
state” in Ireland and demanding 
the release from an Irish Free 
State prison of Mise Mary Mac- 
Swiney, sister of the late Lord 
Mayor who is now herself on a 
hunger strike in a Dublin prison. 

The case for the government was 
based upon the contention that 
the statute was aimed to prevent 
the ‘shaming and insulting of a 
foreign representative's home, of- 
fice or servants” as tantamount to 
the “shaming or insulting og the 
representative in person. was 
also argued that the ll car- 
ried by the women before the Em- 
basey were insulting to Sir Auck- 
land Geddes, the British Ambassa- 
dor, even though he may have 


been absent from the Embassy at 
the time. 
The defense, represented by 


John F. Finerty, president of the 
American Association for the Rec- 
ognition of the Irish Republic, of- 
fered evidence to show that the 
British Ambassador was not in the 
bullding at the time of the demon- 
stration. It also contended, after 
statements had been made by Com- 
missioner MacDonald and Joseph 
H. Bilbray, Assistant United States 
District Attorney, who conducted 
the government's argument, that 
no warrant or other legal authority 
had been issued yesterday for the 
arrest of the women, that holding 
three of the prisoners overnight in 
a house of detention was illegal. 
/ After the dismissal, however, Mr. 
Finerty and Michael Francis Doyle. 
of Philadelphia, Mrs. MacSwiney’s 
personal counsel, said this phase of 
the matter would be dropped. 
After being discharged from cus- 
tody, MacSwiney expressed 
elation, but said she had expected 
nothing else. in reply to questions 
from friends who crowded about to 
congratulate her, she said that 
after a short stay in Virginia, made 
neceseary by her recent illness, she 
would continue ner tour of the 
country, speaking in behalf of the 
Irish Republican movement, which, 
she said, “would certainly win out 
in the end—for the Irish Free State 
is really nonexistent.” The only 
worry, she added, was for the safe- 
ty of Miss Mary MacSwiney, who, 
she said, was not strong enough to 
continue long her hunger strike, 
now in the twelfth day, and for her 
4-year-old daughter Marie, of 
whom she has heard no word for 
several days. Marie, she explained, 
was at the home of a woman in 
Ireland which was recently “at- 
tacked by Free State troops.”
